Pacifism  Resentment 

Dear  Editor: 

Here  at  the  Y we  protest  the 
spirit  of  militant  pacifism  with  our 
brand  of  militant  militarism.  We 
should  ask  ourselves:  What  do  we 
really  resent  about  the  pacifist 
spirit  that  exists  on  other  campus- 
es? Do  we  resent  pacifism  per  se? 
On  the  contrary.  I hope  we  have 
respect  for  honest  pacifism,  just 
as  we  have  respect  for  honest 
Protestantism.  I think  what  we 
really  resent  is  the  pugilistic  atti- 
tude of  those  pacifists. 

I AM  A patriotic  American.  I am 
willing,  I think,  to  fight  and/or 
die  for  someone  in  South  Viet  Nam 
and  for  my  principles.  But  one 
thing  repulses  me.  We  lend  our 
“moral  support'’  to  American 
policy  in  Viet  Nam.  Is  there  a sin- 
gle type  of  support  that  is  cheaper 
or  easier  to  give? 

Marchers— join  the  Armed  For- 
ces, right  now,  if  you  are  so  certain 
your  cause  is  just.  That  is  the  pro- 


per way  to  support  a cause.  If  you 
won't  do  that,  at  least  try  to  keep 
from  feeling  so  circumspect  be- 
cause you  have  signed  a paper.  Per. 
sonally,  I don’t  want  to  die;  and 
when  I go  I shall  go  reluctantly. 
Nevertheless  I will  go. 

WAR,  WE  THINK,  iS  a neces- 
sary evil.  Is  it  better  to  celebrate 
it  with  “war  marches”  than  to 
denounce  it  with  that  other  kind?

Dear  Editor: 

If  freedom  and  reason  make  us 
men,  and  I believe  that  they  do. 
then  as  men  let  us  reason  that  the 
traditions  and  wisdom  of  nearly 
four-hundred  years,  the  same  which 
is  embodied  in  the  constitution  of 
the  United  States,  dictate  that  we 
retain  those  traditions  and  free- 
doms at  whatever  the  cost. 

THE  WAR  in  Viet  Nam  is  not  a 
new  war.  It  is  a war  that  has  raged 
since  Christ  proposed  free-agency 


and  Satin  opposed  it.  This  letter  is 
not  to  advocate  that  men  should  be 
allowed  to  commit  anything  in  the 
name  of  America,  conversely,  it  is 
not  to  advocate  that  men  should 
be  denied  their  right  to  free  expres- 
sion. 

But  in  an  age  when  two-thirds  of 
the  globe  is  bound  under  the  shack- 
les of  dictatorial  imperialism;  at  a 
moment  when  the  grassy  fields  of 
Viet  Nam  are  being  smeared  with 
the  blood  of  Americans,  in  that  mo- 
ment criticizing  the  American  com- 
mitment becomes  more  than  mat- 
ter of  free  speech,  law,  or  person- 
ality. It  becomes  the  vital  principle 
of  patriotism,  of  life,  and  of  lib- 
erty. 

IF  PRESENT  circumstances  pre- 
vail, those  persons  resisting  the 
United  States  commitment  may 
find  themselves  defending  that 
commitment.  It  is  my  personal 
hope,  that  before  they  are  called 
to  do  so,  they  learn  to  understand 
how  important  that  commitment  is.

SAIGON,  (APj — U.S.  Air  Force 
and  Navy  jeis— some  operating  as 
new  “hunter-killer”  teams— silenc- 
ed three  surface-to-air  missile  sites 
yesterday  in  the  air  defense  ring 
set  up  by  Russians  around  Hanoi, 
North  Viet  Nam’s  capital. 

PILOTS  REPORTING  Tuesday 
on  the  strikes  said  they  left  one 
site  in  ruins  and  knocked  the  two 
others  out  of  action  in  20  minutes 
despite  heavy  missile  and  conven- 
tional antiaircraft  fire  35  miles 
northeast  of  Hanoi. 

Ironically,  small  arms  fire 
knocked  down  one  U.S.  Navy  jet 
and  a U.S.  spokesman  said  the 
pilot  was  presumed  captured  after 
bailing  out  of  his  plane. 

ONE  OP  the  hunter-killer  teams, 
working  on  an  experimental  basis 
to  seek  out  and  destroy  missile 
sites  in  the  north,  was  credited  with 
knocking  out  two  of  the  sites,  said 
Capt.  Michael  P.  Cooper  of  Cocoa 
Beach,  Fla.  Three  Navy  jets  from 
the  U.S.  7th  fleet  carrier  Oriskany 
knocked  out  the  third. 

Cooper,  an  Air  Force  officer,  led 
the  hunter-killer  groups.

THE  GROUPS  were  formed  fol- 
lowing the  shooting  down  of  a sixth 
U.S.  plane  by  Soviet-supplied  mis- 
siles, called  SAMS,  over  North 
Viet  Nam  last  Wednesday. 

Cooper  said  the  hunter-killer 
groups  accompany  bombing  planes 
striking  at  targets  within  North 
Viet  Nam. 

"WE  ASSUME  the  possibility  that 
there  is  a missile  threat,  and  take 
it  from  there,”  he  said. 

Cooper  said  a U.S.  Navy  A-4  Sky- 
hawk  was  the  pathfinder  for  two  of 


the  groups,  and  signaled  to  them 
when  SAM  sites  were  located.  The 
two  sites  were  about  eight  to  12 
miles  west  of  the  bridge  under  at- 
tack, Cooper  said. 

AS  COOPER'S  planes  neared  the 
target  area,  missiles  could  be  seen 
on  the  ground  and  in  the  air.  A 
Navy  group  led  by  Cmdr.  Joe  Ad- 
kins, from  Marlow,  Okla.,  hit  that 
installation  three  times,  leaving  it 
in  ruins. 

Pilots  said  they  counted  17  mis- 
siles being  fired  from  the  sites.

Two  crucial  games  are  on  tap 
this  week  in  the  Western  Athletic 
Conference. 

LEAGUE  LEADERS  Wyoming 
and  New  Mexico,  both  2-1,  square 
off  Saturday  afternoon  at  Albuquer- 
que in  the  feature  match,  and  the 
Brigham  Young  Cougars  (1-1)  will 
lay  their  title  hopes  on  the  line  by 
hosting  arch-rival  Utah  (1-2)  at 
Provo  in  another  daylight  fray.  Ari- 
zona State  (1-1),  conqueror  of  New 
Mexico,  has  an  open  date. 

Barring  ties  (possible  but  not 
likely),  the  outcome  of  games  this 
week  will  shake  up  conference 
standings,  but  the  championship 
will  not  be  determined  until  Nov- 
ember 20  or  27. 

ONE  THING  is  certain,  however. 
The  winner  of  the  Wyoming-New 
Mexico  tussle  will  emerge  as  the 
dopester’s  favorite  to  take  the  title 
or  get  at  least  a share  of  it.  Theore- 
tically, New  Mexico,  Wyoming, 
Brigham  Young,  or  Arizona  State 


could  win  the  undisputed  champion- 
ship if  the  ball  bounces  certain 
ways;  and  there’s  even  a slim 
chance  that  Arizona  (1-2)  can  yet 
gain  a piece  of  the  crown. 

Following  is  a capsule  appraisal  ol 
each  team’s  chances  at  the  title: 

Arizona  State  (1-1) — To  win  the  pen- 
nant, the  Sun  Devils  would  have  to  sack 
both  Wyoming  and  Arizona  to  finish  3-1, 
and  New  Mexico  and  BYU  would  have 
to  lose  another  game  apiece. 

Brigham  Young  (1-1) — The  Cougars 
must  beat  Utah,  Arizona  and  New  Mexico 
in  order  to  finish  on  top  with  a 4-1 
record,  A 3-2  count  would  give  them  a 
tie  for  first  only  if  New  Mexico.  Wyom- 
ing and  Arizona  State  lose  another  game 
apiece, 

Arizona  (1-2) — If  the  Cats  beat  BYU 
and  Arizona  State,  they  will  have  a 3-2 
record,  and  could  tie  for  first,  if  both 
New  Mexico  and  Wyoming  lose  one  more 
game. 

. New  Mexico  (2-1) — A victory  over 
Wyoming  and  BYU  would  clinch  the  title 
for  the  Lobos,  since  they  would  finish 
4-1.  A 3-2  record  would  get  them  a 
share  of  the  title  only  if  Arizona  State, 
Wyoming  and  BYU  lose  another  game 
each. 

Utah  (1-2) — Already  a two-time  loser, 
the  Utes  can't  win  even  a share  of  the 
crown  this  year.  Playing  only  four  con- 
ference games,  they  can't  finish  better 
than  2-2;  and  the  winner  of  the  New 


Mexico-Wyoming  game  (barring  a 
score)  will  have  a cinch  3-2. 

Wyoming  (2-1) — Victories  over  New 
Mexico  and  Arizona  State  would  give  the 
Cowboys  a 4-1  record.  This  would  clinch 
a tie  for  the  title  or  an  undisputed 
championship  if  Brigham  Young  loses 
another  game.  A 3-2  record  would  win 
a share  of  the  title  only  if  New  Mexico, 
BYU  and  Arizona  State  drop  another 
game  each, 


Bowling  With  the  Stars  . . , 


Stop^  Hook,

I ALWAYS  advise  bowlers  to  cut 
down  on  their  curve  as  much  as 
possible,  since  it  is  quite  hard  to  be 
consistent  or  accurate  with  this 
type  of  ball. 

Stop  and  think  for  a moment.  If 
you  throw  a curve  ball,  it  travels 
far  across  the  lane  and  then  back 
to  the  pins.  This  leaves  more  mar- 
gin for  error,  and  this  margin  is 
amplified  with  the  less  experienced 
bowlers. 

A CURVE  ball  takes  a great  deal 
of  wrist  action  and  stren^h.  Achie- 
ving the  exacting  amount  of  wrist 
action  on  every  ball  is  extremely 
difficult. 

The  hook  ball  is  the  one  I recom- 
mend for  the  bowler  who  has  ac- 
quired some  accuracy  with  the 
straight  ball  and  who  has  attained 
some  proficiency  in  his  game. 

THE  HOOK  BALL  travels  down 
the  lane  in  a relatively  straight  line 


until  it  approaches  the  pins  and 
then  breaks  sharply  into  the  pocket. 

Since  the  hook  ball  breaks  only 
a few  inches  after  its  departure 
from  the  seemingly  straight  line, 
it  is  very  effective  when  it  hits  the 
pins.  It  has  driving  power  as  well 
as  the  deflection  action  that  makes 
for  a good  pin  scattering  ball.  For 
these  reasons  the  hook  ball  is  the 


most  popular  type  ball  used  by  the  courts.
